HAD TO* ATTEND CHURCH. 

Old English Laws Compelled people 
. to .Hear Services; 
In the reign" of Edward YI. anlactl 
was passed which .'provided' that "every I 
one "shall diligently, and faithfully; 
having no lawful or reasonable excuse 
to be absent, endeavor themselves to 
their parish church or chapel accus- 
tomed, or, upon , reasonable • let; to 
some usual place where common- 
prayer shall be used — on' Sundays and 
holidays— upon penalty or forfeiting:

A reign of tenor utill 
exlstti tltruughbut Hie region nnd although 
the aituution is well in the hands of the 
troops, further outbreaks are feared at 
any time. The union mciv are lu tho 
iiiiimrity and inn ny of them 'arc seeking 
the shelter of the military prison lu or- 
der to save their own lives. 

At an early hour Tuesday a mob of 
200 n nued men crushed in the front of 
the.

Sheriff Henry M. Rohorlsou resigned 
under coiuptihioii. He wns forcibly tak- 
en to the headquarters of the Mine Own- 
ers* Association and his. resignation whs 
demanded, At lirct he refused to re- 
Blgn', hut when finally a coll of rope. was 
thrc-wu nt his feet he weakened nnd sign- 
ed the resignation which had been pro- 
vided for him.

What- are supposed to bo bullet holes 
were found in the coat and vest Thero 
wna a bullet wound above the heart, 
which wns probably the causo of dentil. 
The vast property on which tho scene 
of tho tragedy Is laid covers ecvernl 
counties and extends In pnrt over tho 
borders of four States — Virginia, West 
Virginia, Kentucky nnd Tennessee. It 
Is wild, mountainous land, rich In unde- 
veloped coal and other minerals. Its 
mountain strongholds are peopled with 
squatters, who have lived there for gen- 
erations and who have furnished the 
men who hare shed so much blood in the 
Ilntficld-McCoy feuds. This tract is. 
owned by the Wentz family, and tho 
sons n few years ago organized a com- 
pany to develop the property. They 
built a mansion on the scene and went 
there from Philadelphia to live. 

Early last October a big Illicit dis- 
tillery In tiie neighborhood was broken 
up. One of tho revenue officers was 
killed nnd the lender of the moonshiners 
mortally wounded. Tho responsibility 
for the whole affair was placed upon tho 
shoulders of Edward Wentz by the 
moonshiners. Ho was wnrnea'by friends 
that his life was In Imminent danger. 
Oct 14 Inst ha started out for a rldo 
on horseback, nnd that was the Inst 
seen of him until his body was found 
recently. The whole country roundabout 
wns thoroughly searched, nnd the spot 
where tho body was found wns gone 
over again and again. Rewards aggre- 
gating $100,000 were offered for Infor- 
mation concerning him.

Delaware;, eastern ' Pennsyl- 
vania/ nnd- New' Jersey; Alfalfa rust 
affected Ohio nnd vice blast was felt 
especially In the Cooper River section 
of South Carolinn, where tlie crop was 
over- 100,000 bushels short. The loss 
.from the spread of this disease In the 
Inst els years Is estimated at $1,000,- 
000. Asparagus rust Is Increasing In 
the East and Important canning dis- 
tricts are badly affected, Watermelon 
wilt is ^spreading In tho South and 
cantaloupe "leaf blight wus injurious, 
especially In the South, the loss in, 
Florida being 40 per cent. 

Apple, scab was much less injurious 
In tbo Enst, but; It seems. to. have been 
more destructive hi tho "West, especial- 
ly In Wisconsin, Eastern Nebraskn nud 
Missouri. Apple canker or brown "rot 
wns prevalent. In Connecticut, Ohio, 
New York 'und' Michigan. Black heart, 
a disease affecting the -wood of apple 
trees, wna reported from Montana, Ne- 
braska, Iown, Kansas and adjacent 
States. , 

Brown rot ivnfl; again less injurious 
In tho Eastern- Stutes, but. was very 
destructive to Southern penclies, tho 
loss amounting to from. 80 to 00 per 
cent of tbo crop In Georgia. Pen eh 
leaf curl seems to cuiise Immense loss- 
es each year. In Ohio, 1 In Ottawa 
County alone, the loss from leaf curl 
wub $30,000. 

» The department In n report, on' the 
principal Injurious Insects of 1903 says 
the calendar year showed smaller loss- 
es than In many years. Certain peats 
caused great injury In limited locali- 
ties rind Boveral now Insect enemies 
of crops were discovered. 

The Mexican cotton boll weevil, 
which spread Into Louisiana, In stamp- 
ed ns the most important insect pest 
of the present time.

-Next 'come the newspnper men — and 
women— Including shorthand reporters, 
correspondents, photographers,' artists, 
telegraphers nnd messengers, There 
will probnbiy bu nbout n thousand of 
them in all; between 400 and COO press 
seats nre always reserved \n the con- 
vention hall, with the as-uiniption that 
nt least half of the newspaper repre- 
sentatives In the convention will do 
tliulr work elsewhere tlinn In the hall 
itself — at the . hotels, In committee 
rooms, etc. Possibly the number of 
actual working newspaper folk at the 
imtlonni convention' mny -not be more 
than 400 or 500, but at least a thou- 
sand press credentials arc undoubtedly 
given out alwnj'B.

The United States Department of 
Agriculture has issued a bulletin, No.

■working plana for laying out the 
grounds about tho home. It gives 
some valuable suggestions on tho main- 
tenance of the greensward. This bul- 
letin can he obtained by writing the 
department. 

True It is U>at the average farmer 
has little time for what he is inclined 
to cull "fussing" with ..flower beds and 
the like. Nevertheless, it would pny 
til in to find n little time to devote to 
this subject of pleasant home grounds, 
Almost ever}' woman takes n Itoen de- 
light In flowers. Often her flower beds 
are the only recreation which the 
farmer's w|fc has. Too often these are 
hidden nt tho back of the house. Com- 
paratively seldom arc ornamental 
shrubs to be found on the farm. These, 
things rightly combined can go far to- 
ward making the home attractive, not 
only to" Its Inmates, but to everyone. 
that passes. The labor Involved will be 
comparatively Insignificant when the 
results obtained arc considered. ' Home 
is, or should be, the most beautiful 
place on earth. Why not nvall yourself 
Bf nature's Joyfully given co-operation 
In beautifying its Immediate surround- 
ings? II ore Is a subject to Interest ev- 
ery mora her of the household. Have 
a wcIMwpt lawn, no matter how email. 
The front yard Is not needed for a 
buy crop. Plant trees, shrubs ami flow- 
ers. Beautiful surroundings have an 
ethical Value In Influencing the home 
life.

Knrty New Kit gin nd Journal Cuts Its 
Circulation to Conform to Bupply. 
Zciioh Crime was the first paper- 
maker In the United States, and it Is 
recorded in the archives of Massachu- 
setts that lie spent Ills first night In 
Berkshire nt a little wayside Inn, with- 
Ih a stone's throw of where the hand- 
some residences nnd thriving mills of 
his descendants now stand and almost 
on the Identical spot where his grand- 
son, formerly Governor of Mnssmcliu* 
setts, Bupoi'lnteiiilB the vnst machinery 
of the famous mill where all the paper 
for the United Suites money Is manu- 
factured. Biit the pioneer, weary from 
tbc long Journey on hoisebuck / and 
without any capital save bruins and an 
independent spirit, could scarcely have 
prophesied, the proportions to which 
tin; seed ho was about to plant would 
grow. In fact. It was not until two 
years inter, tbat the money wns raised 
and partners secured with which . to 
Btnrt a tittle one-vat mill. 

At the time the establishment of a 
manufactory. In any part of America 
was (considered a bold ami dangerous 
experiment and balled by pre»» and 
people. as a* patriotic act. Skilled work- 
men wore rare and it was mote diffi- 
cult to reach a market a few miles dis- 
tant than it. now Is to encircle the 
globe. There were only h few pnpo? 
mills ami these; were obliged .to shut 
down frequently for lack of operators 
or of raw material. There was no .'sys- 
tematic method of collecting rags and 
much of tk Byproduct of the mills >vas 
carted about, -the country and ex- 
changed for nigs and a llltlo money. 
While the colonies were under English 
rule It was the policy to ropreas colo- 
nial manufactures. The few that grew 
up were forced 'to tliclr full cnpnclty 
during ttie revolutionary "war-; nnd 
threatened with extinction when tho 
peace of 17£3 permitted the Importa- 
tion of foreign goods.

Flnnttng Corn Wide Apau. 

This Is the Idea of n wrltor in the 
County Gentleman: So far an my ob- 
servation goes, farmers generally have 
their corn rows too close. One of the 
principal reasons Is to avoid extra 
plowing, since many furrows lto re- 
quired for wide rows, A little tivought 
will show tbat if corn be planted In 
seven-foot drills nnd in four-foot drills, 
so as to glvo the same number of 
stalks in each pur acre, the stniks In 
the seven-foot drills will hav« much 
more loose earth to root In tbnu the 
Btalks of the four- foot drills, booause 
wide rows admit of much more thor- 
ough cultivation than narrow lows, 
and tills extra quantity of loose earth 
thus produced will tell. A suitable 
narrow plow should be run savcrni 
times in tho bottoms of^tlie drills, thus 
constructing loose beds for the -corn; 
this Is an Important feature and should 
not bo omitted. 

Prom one to two tons per here of 
properly balanced stable manure may 
be applied In the drills and well mixed 
with the soil. It Is well known that 
stable manure contains an excwis of 
nitrogen. Consequently If tho manure 
be applied In Its natural state there 
will be n waste of nitrogen, which is 
the most costly element of fertility. 



■ The Ubc of Lime on I,aiid. ■' 
Some of those who have lime to sell 
in Ohio are advertising it as a fertil- 
izer, claiming that It Is "better and 
cheaper than phosphate." Tho. Ohio 
experiment station ('would' earnestly 
warn nil farmers agahi»t using llmo ns 
a substitute for manure or fertilizers. 
"When used as an adjunct to liberal 
manuring. or fertilizing, lime may be 
inutlo to perform n most Important 
service, but its use as a substitute for 
immure or fertilizer means ruin- to the 
soil. Where clover Is falling to. grow, 
the use of lime Is lndlenUKh For tills 
purpose the common quick-lime .Is all 
thnt Is required, A very convenient 
form of lime Is made In some parts of 
the State by grinding quick-time Into a 
coarse meal. This can be applied with 
the fertilizer drill or the manure 
spreader, using ubout 1,000 pounds per 
acre. It costs $3.50 to $4.50 per ton at 
the kilns. It must not be expected that 
llmo will bring, prosperity to the clover 
crop. In the' Ohio, station's experi- 
ments Ume produces very little effect 
on clover on unfertilized land. Man- 
ure or fertilizer must first be used be- 
fore llntc will produce any lasting ben- 
efit. 

Farmers should not be misled by the 
claim that certain methods of prepar- 
ing lime wit) 1 prevent Its Injurious ef- 
fect If those methods do what Is 
claimed for them, they will prolong 
and Increase thnt effect, and the ap- 
parent Increase of crop Which follows 
tlio 1 application of such limes will bo 
paid for by a certain and more com- 
plete degeneration of the soil. Ume Id 
not a fertilizer and Jts use ns a fer- 
tilizer will bring ultimata loss.— Ohio 
Station. 

Trnlnftie tbc Chickens. 

Tho natural Instinct of fowls 
prompts them to roost high above 
the ground, not for sanitary reasons, 
but to be out of harm's way, where 
they cannot be molested by maraud- 
er* which prowl about, nt nljrbt, ready 
to pounce on them for their suppers. 
For tills reason . the young chicks 
soon mnlte their way to tile fence- top 
nmi from there to the tree-tops, and 
when once they have acquired tho 
habit It Is very hard to brenk them.. 
They soon develop crooked .breast 
bones and bumble foot, or worse still, 
catch cold, which la tlmu changes to 
roup, and nil our work Is wasted. They- 
should be compelled to roost on tlio 
ground, in or near their coops, until 
they are four months old, after which 
tiicy should bo taught to go to the 
house, and for them a separate one 
should be built They should not be 
compelled to fight for places on the 
roost with old fowls, but. should have 
a quiet place all by themselves.

War on the' boll weevil* Is being vlg 
oroHsly pushed. A report on tbc sub* 
Jnct says: The v Louisiana experts de- 
stroyed the weevil most iugenlounly. 
Thednfcsted fields were carefully in- 
spected and the weevil areas wero 
clearly determined. The cotton was 
then pulled up and burned throughout 
tills area' leaving here and there a 
sentinel stalk to serve as a trap upon 
which scattered weevil might anther 
In search of food, should any escape 
the rigorous treatment hero described.

PASSENGER ON DENVER AND 
RfO GRANbE^HELD' UP. 



Blnsked Men Wound o Broketuah, Blow 

Hnfe and Oct Dug of Specie— Bandit* 

• Cross a Hlver arid Flce'totlio Mou at- 



Denver and Rib Grnnde, passenger 
train C, west bound from Denver, wa» 
bold up Tuesday' night by Qve masked 
ii.cn tlireo miles west of Parachute, 
a- smnll. fruit station between Grand 
Junction and Glenwood Springs. .Ono 
scaled bag containing specie waB taken 
from the express, safe,* which .was 
dynamited, Tho express car was 
wrecked) but the robbers were, forced 
to take to the 'mountains before they 
could 'gather up tho valuables in tho 
car. . •(• ' 

When the train reach «T n point three 
miles west of Parachute two ninshcd 
men' crawled over tlie tender' of the 
engine. They placed slx-shooterB to 
tlie head of Engineer Allison and his 
fireman, and demanded that the' train 
b« stopped. Three men wero waiting 
on tlie tender, nnd ns the train .stop- 
ped they- ran hack and uncoupled the 
c.\preBs and baggage cars. These curs, 
with the engine, were run two miles 
west 

Members of the train crew were 
ordered to remain. with the passenger 
cokches under thrcnt; of being shot 
When the point selected for the dyna- 
miting of tho express ear was reached 
the engineer and fireman wero orderd 
down. ' Ouo t or the robbers covered 
them with two. revolvers while the re- 
mainder of v the gang wut to die ex- 
press car, Messenger D. M. Shea re- 
fused to open tho car and piled tho 
blip nnge In front of tho door. The'roh- 
bi'rs placed n stick of dynnmlto nt tho 
eide door *ritid It was blown away 
and bnIC n dozen trunks piled up 
agsjnst It were demolished.. 

Tho large iron combination safe was 
the only one in tho car. The robbers 
showed that' they were familiar with 
conditions on' tiie road, for they did 
not even ask .the messenger 'to open 
the safe. This safe can be opened 
only: in Denver or Salt Lake .City. A 
stick of dynamite was placed against 
tlie lock of the safe. At this point 
Btnkemnn Sheilenbarger, who had 
been ordered to remain' with the pas- 
senger coaches, two miles behind, camo 
running up the track carrying a lan- 
tern. One of the robbers shot at him. 
Ho .was wounded In. the leg. 

When the robbers saw tho train crew 
coming they fled to the mountains. 
Ono of thorn", as he Jumped from tho' 
express chr, seized one sealed bag 
which bad been blown out of tlie safe, 
The scene of the robbery Is only 000 
yards from tlie Grand river, and It Is 
believed the robbers had a boat .bid- 
den in the Grand and uRcd tlihv to 
cross the river, destroying It after they 
had crossed.

It was not til] the time of Queen 
Elizabeth -that plates of metal and 
earthenware began to be generally 
used Instead of -wood.
